That the gold 
standard is responsible for the greatest 
part of the distress, the depression in 
business, the strikes, and panics which 
have afflicted tliis country for many years, 
is proved beyond question by the most 
cumulative arguments whilo the argu- 
ments to the contrary are mainly assump- 
tions, that cannot be sustained by any 
tangible proof. 


In the appended interviews will be 


found tbo opinions of some of the best in- 
formed democrats of the city, men who 
hava studied the currency question thor- 
oughly, and who have concluded that the 
action of the Chicago convention !s right, 
that it is calculated to restore prosperity 
and redeem tha country from financial 
subjection to England and from the grasp 
of ita own overgrown gold bugs and mon- 
opolists.

"In taking this, step, I wish to express 


my -warm appreciation of the personal 
and political friendship which I have en- 
Joyed during my political career. I have 
no resentments . for my - enemies, and 
nothing but gratitude for my friends. 
No man ever had warmer or more loyal 
and devoted friends than I have had. 
These friends I still hope to retain, even 
though I have withdrawn from active 
political association with them; and If 
the time shall ccme when I can serve or 
aid them, it will be my pleasure to re- 
spond to their calls or demands. 


"I shall continue to take a general In- 


terest in politics, and shall always be 
ready to do whatever I reasonably and 
consfstently can to promote the success 
of the Democratic party, but I shall 
absolutely refrain from any participa- 
tion whatever In matters that relate to 
party organization and management. 
I have given much of my time, and a good 
deal of my energies to political matters 
since 1S82, when I first began to take an 
active part in politics. I have now con- 
cluded to take- a rest from politics, so to 
speak, and to devote all of my-energies 
to the management o£~the affairs of the 
Equitable Trust company, to the prac- 
tice of my profession and to my private 
business matters."- . .

Call Upon Uay State Voters to Work For 


Gold Standard. 


Boston, Aug. 1.—The goM standard 


Democrats of this city,headed by Nathan 
llatthews. Jr., and Frederick O. Prince, 
have Issued an address to the Dem- 
ocratic voters of the state,- asking co- 
operation in the Interest of the gold 
standard.

THE SILVER MINE OWNERS. 


XUb Claim of tbo New Orleans I'lcaynne 


Th'it Thoy Would Be Enrlctiod. 


No\v, Mr. Editor, I want to ask how 


the silrer owners lire to be enriched by 
the free coinage of silver? Even though 
.the silver owners Bhould be enriched] 
thereby, does that fact count as aji ur- j 
(jntneut against the restitution of the • 
rights oi' silver if irs free coinage -would 
resnlt in a general benefit to u majority . 
'of the people? The Pioaynne advocates 
n Binall duty on imported sugar, but to 
be consistent it ought to oppose any 
such duty OH the ground that it would 
result in a benefit to the sugar planters. , 
Can Tho Picayune think of any legisla- 
tive act or ftoverninent policy, however 
wisely devised for the general good of 
the whole people, that does not greatly 
favor some while it does not favor oth- 
ers? As a matter of fact, however, no; 
cording to The Picayune's own state-: 
mout (whether it be taken "a-comin or 
a-gwine"), tV-TG is no ground for this 
bugaboo story about the great beneJlt=' 
the silver owners are to derive from free 
silver coinage. 
j 


If the "00 cent dollar" theory of The1 


Picayune be trun, the miners can reap 
no profit from their silver bullion more 
-tliiin they arc now getting. If thedol-i 
lare' they will have coined arc to be: 
worth only 50 cents, how in the nanin 
of Julius Ccesar can they derive any 
profit from a transaction wherein they 
must lose at least 3 cents on each dol- 
lar they have coined? The silver bullion 
in u silver dollar is today worth more 
than BO cents, and if The Picayune cor- 
rectly states the case there would be an 
absolute loss instead of au enormous 
gain to the owners of silver bullion in 
free coinage. But The Picayune did not 
mean that, for that is too Helf stultify-: 
ing u position even for Tho Picayune to: 
take on the financial question. I believe 
that it ia a principle of law that where 
a doubt easts as to the true meaning of i 
any clause it must ho construed in har-j 
mony with some other existing clansci 
on the same subject. Now, by the ap-! 
plication of this test will we endeavor 
to arrive at what Tho Picayune did 
mean when it spoke of the enormous 
profit that free silver coinage would, 
bring to tlie owners of silver bullion., 
Hero is what Tho Picayune stated in a '• 
very positive eorc of way on March 2,: 
J.dU5: 


:'"Such, in brief, are the goldb.ugs, 


but it will be worth while to inquire 
who are the silver bags. First and fore- 
most are the silver miners, who by the 
adoption of free silver coinage will al 
once hnve the value of their product i 
raised from 70 cents on ounce to 129 
cents an ounce.'' 


Now, 
120 cents an ounce is the coin- 


age value of silver, and this statement 
therefore is an unequivocal declaration j 
that all that silver needs to restore it 
to its old value ia free coinage at the 
old ratio. 
But Tho Picayune's state-' 


nient involves also the admission that i 
the present low value of silver bullion 
(as declared in terms of gold) was thei 
direct result of the demonetization oi 
silver. 


Therefore the demonetization was an 


outrage and robbery of the silver men, 
and a restoration of the old order oi 
things, which would be an act of sim- 
ple justice to them, would nt the same 
time make their products as valuable as 
ever. Tho old mint price of §1.29 pei 
ounce would bo at once restored.. If the 
value of silver should be §1.20 an ounce, 
who will begrudge it to the men who 
have silver bullion? And how can The 
Picayune find it in its bowels to com- 
plain and rant about a 50 cent dollai 
that would distress nnd injure the pool 
workdngman when by its own logic 
and ^feasoninp such a dollar cannot re- 
snlt from fre^'silver coinage?—O. P. Q.

It is by reason largely of these nnueed- 
ed foreign investments, anyway, that the 
brokers of the east are screwing 18 and 
20 per cent interest for money loans oul 
of impoverished debtors in the west, 
and that they are foreclosing mortgages 
on the homesteads of these poor people 
every day.

When the ferryboat reached 


the ferry slip on the Boston side, a largu 
crowd of people was in waiting. Hero 
ttluo was the military escort, which had 
volunteered to receive the home-comers 
and pilot them through the streets. This 
escort was composed of the members of 
trie Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
company who had been unable to ac- 
comany their comrades across the sea, 
and also Included the Lancers, tha 
Charleatown City Guards, company H, 
Fiich Infantry, the Boston Fuslleer vet- 
erans, and the Boston Post 200, G. A. R. 


The line of march was at once taken 


up to the state house. Here they were 
awaited by Lieutenant Governor "Wol- 
cott. 
The Ancients and their escorts 


were drawn up In line, and Colonel 
"Walker advanced to the front and 
saluted. Governor Wolcott spoke a few 
vrord of formal welcome to the ofncers 
and members of the corps. "It was but 
a short month ago," said the lieutenant 
governor, "that I stood here and had the 
honor of assuring you, as you departed 
on your voyage, that all the good wishes 
and the godspeed of the commonwealth 
were yours, and that its hearty welcome 
would be yours on your return. That 
•welcome it is now my pleasure to extend. 
You have been welcomed by field mar- 
shals and princes, and If you are wel- 
comed home only by plain lieutenant 
governors and mayors. It surely is the 
fault only of the commonwealth which 
has created them. A3 I prophesied that 
you would Jo, you have carried your 
flags with dignity and honor. The com- 
monwealth thanks you for your conduct 
abroad, and feels that the honors which 
have been shown to you have not been 
shown to you alone, but-as well to the 
commonwealth, and to the nation. You 
have been the personal recipients, but 
the state and the nation regard the wel- 
come and the courtesies as having been 
extended to It and to them.

Forty-Seven Dead Bodies Re- 


covered From Wreck, 


THE JUEY VISITS THE FATAL 


SPOT. 


Evidence That Danger Sig- 


nal Was Overlooked. 


Atlantic City. Aug. 1.—Forty-seven 


dead and 43 Injured. 
Those are the 


figures on the appalling' disaster on the 
Meadows, Thursday evening. Of thus", 
40 have been Identified. Three of the 
unlduntided were mon and three women. 
The odd one consists of an arm, to which 
DO tody has been f jund. Of Lhc Injured, 
It Is more than probable that four or rive 
ivill die. 


The Investigation Into the cause of the' 


collision, and the fixing of the responsi- 
bility, began yesterday. 
Coroner Mc- 


Lnushlln Impaneled a jury, consisting 
of six of Atlantic City's most Inllueirtial 
citizens. Aft'.-r formal organization in 
the coroner's oillce, the Jury visited the 
old excursion house, which has been 
utilized as a anorgue. The dead had all 
been taken there nnd placed In Iceboxes. 
The Jurymen viewed the Tjodles. and 
later visited the scene of the wreck. 


The relief gangs had done effective 


viork. Both tracks were cleared, and 
articles of clothing which belonged to 
the victims had been taken to police 
headquarters. I3es!de the ditch, there 
still lay a great mass of broken timber. 
A little beyond, lay what remained oE 
the Reading- engine. The battered head 
lay toward the direction whence It came, 
the wheels In the air. The force of the 
collision was so great that the engine 
was not only turned upside down, but 
also completely around. There Is a very 
general Impression that under the mass 
of debris at least six more bodies He. 


The jury made an exhaustive exami- 


nation oE the ground, and devoted con- 
siderable time to the Inspection of the 
signals, which still remain as they were 
at the moment of the accident, that 
facing the P.eading being the red, or 
danger signal, and 
that toward the 


West Jersey meaning "Come ahead1." 


As soon as a train strikes a point In tho 


tracks a few feet beyond 
the signal 


tower, stationed at the Junction of tho 
two roads, an automatic arrangement 
rings a. bell In the tower house, ar.d the 
train which first rings this bell is given 
'the right of way. Thursday night, this 
privilege belonged to the "West Jersey 
train. But in spite of this, and the fact 
that the danger signal was against the 
Heading, that train continued on at full 
apeed, and the collision followed. 


George F. Hauser, who had charge of 


the lever, and who Is now under arrest, 
has made several statements to the 
police. He told them he saw both trains 
coming when both were sufficiently far 
away to admit of the full display of 
signals, but as the West Jersey wag the 
nearest, he gave the Reading the" red 
light, and signaled the other train to 
come ahead. 
The Reading, however, 


never slackened speed, but .came on. Tha 
man in the cab either thought he could 
easily clear the polr.t In time, or the 
brakes failed to work, and they could 
not stop In time. The only living man. 
who positively knows this Is Fireman 
O'Houllhan, who saved his life by leapr 
Ing from the cab, and he has been miss- 
ing ever slr.ce the accident. 
The author- 


ities may know where to lay hands on 
him when the time arrives, but the most 
rigorous search by outsiders has failed 
to reveal his whereabouts. 


Every person here connected, even in 


the remotest way with either of the rail- 
road companies, has steadfastly refraih- 
.ed from making any statement or ex- 
pressing any opinion in the matter. 


The center of interest yesterday was 


the improvised morgue, and a strange 
spectacle for this city of proverbial 
gaiety, was the continual procession of 
undertakers' wagons bowling along At- 
lantic aveune, the principal thorough- 
fare. Inside the morgue, tragic scenes 
were being enacted throughout the day. 
One Incident there will suffice to picture 
the- general happenings of the dreadful 
task of Identification. 


A young man named Morris Peters, 


with his father, Joseph, were on the ex- 
cursion train from Brldgeton. Both were 
killed. 
Yesterday 
the 
mother 
and 


daughter came down to look for their 
loved ones. When they found them, the 
scene was so pitiful, than every, heart In 
the glooomy place throbbed with grief 
and pain. The body of the youth was 
reached first. Both women stared at 
the lifeless form for a moment silently, 
then the pent-up rive::s of the eye found 
vent, and they sank down, sobbing 
wildly.

freely, while brown and bleached goods 
are dull, except for export kinds. The 
woolen mills do not gain, light weights 
opening 5 to 7',4 per cent lower in price 
than last'year, and sales of wool now re- 
ported are less than a quarter of a full 
week's consumption. 


The boot and shoe Industry has se- 


cured slight further advances from the 
lowest point in brogans and calf boots 
and shoes,-but now orders are scant, 
the more because the permanence of ad- 
vance Is questioned: Leather is stub- 
bornly held, without change In prices, 
and In some grades Is really scarce, al- 
though manufacturers are buying only 
for actual needs, but hides have turned 
downward sharply at Chicago, declin- 
ing 5 per cent for the week, with heavy 
accumulations.

on the financial question. 


As to bi-metallic money, there are those 


-who now say there is danger in this. 
Notwithstanding that it hail been a plunk 
in every republican and democratic plat- 
form-for 20 years, inserted there only to 
deceive the people. Such was the money 
o£ onr country from 1792 to 1S73. 


The first panic I remember 'was when 


silver was demonetized. The country has 
never recovered from it.

numerous, and to cap it all we have bond- 
ed or mortgaged our country and our 
families [or 30 years to foreign, money 
mongers, all to sustain our gold basis.

The prices ot all forms o'f property, 


except cold, at present are the lowest ever 
known in this country.

Prosperity and a falling market are 


deadly enemies. Bi-metallisin is said to be 
dishonest becausu it will advance prices. 
Protection also implies advancing prices 
so that if McKinleyism signified anything 
it means the creation of dishonest money, 
90 called. 


The money bro"kers tell us that there are 


millions of idle money in Europe awaiting 
investmenD'here for us to pay interest .on 
if WQ forswear allegiance to our party and 
principles. Democracy replies that we 
have millions of gold and silver in our 
western hills, that we can employ tens of 
thousands ot now idle men in our mines 
and when we have a sufficiency for our- 
selves we will export the surplus to 
Europe and the effete east to earn interest 
for us.

Hero is what The Picayune stated in a

outrage and robbery of the silver men, 
and a Restoration of the old order oi 
things, which would bB an act of sim- 
ple justice to them, would at the sama 
time make their products as valuable as 
ever. The old mint price of $1.29 pel 
ounce wo\ildj3B at once restored. If the 
value of silver1 should be $1.29 an ounce, 
•who will begrudge it to tho men who 
have silver bullion? And how can The 
Picayune find it in its bowels to com- 
plain and rant about a 60 cent dollaj 
that would distress and injure the pool 
workingman when by its own logio 
and reasoning such a dollar cannot re- 
sult from freJ"silver coinage?—O. P. Q.

.Lombard street, Well street and State 
street feels disposed to uphold it" 


"Didn't-yotr take a leading part in 


the fight agioinstfre'e silver in the Fifty- 
second congress?" 


"I did, and the purchasing clause of 


the Sherman law was repealed. Wo 
-were told. by party leaders that if this 
clause was repealed the trouble would 
cease. There has been no sign of im- 
provement since this act was repealed. 
They havo applied all the remedies;' but, 
one after another,' they have failed.

I be- 
gan to study i.t and have changed my 
mind considerably, until I am now con- 
vinced that for overy $1,000,000 dam- 
age done by the alleged evil of free 
coinage the people of the country would 
be robbed of §6,000,000 by Honna and 
his trust if they get control of the coun- 
try.

Four years ago they gave up their con- 
victions for the north and the east un- 
der a promise that we would better 
them after election. 
"We haven't dona 


it. Wo haven't been honest with them. 
Their conditions are worse today than 
ever. Money is dearer, and farm prod- 
nets are cheaper."—Boston Herald.

dush'e to take- my place In the ranks, ex- 
cept in so far as I may have duties to 
perform as the Pennsylvania member of 
The Democratic national committee. 


"In taking this step, I wish to express 


my warm appreciation of the personal 
and political friendship which I have en- 
Joyed during my political career. I have 
no resentments tor my enemies, and 
nothing but gratitude for my friends. 
No man ever had warmer or more loyal 
and devoted (riands than I have had. 
These friends I still hope to retain, even 
though I have withdrawn from active 
political association with, them; and If 
tha time shall come when I can serve or 
aid [hem, It will be my pleasure to ra- 
spond to theli- calls or demands. 


"I shall continue to take a general In- 


terest la politics, and shall always be 
ready to do whatever I reasonably and 
consistently can to promote the success 
of the Democratic party, but I shall 
absolutely refrain from any participa- 
tion whatever in matters that relate to 
party organization and management. 
I have given much of my time, and a good 
deal of my energies to political matters 
since 1882, when I first began to take an 
active paxt In politics. I have now con- 
cluded to take a rest from politics, so to 
speak, and to devote all of my energies 
to the management of the affairs o£ the 
Equitable Trust company, to the prac- 
tice of my profession and to my private 
business matters." 


Mr. Harrlty's declaration Is under- 


stood by his friends to mean that he will 
give no attention to the work of state or 
county conventions, or of state or county 
committees, and that he will not In any 
way endeavor to intluence, secure or con- 
trol political nominations or appoint- 
ments of any character whatever. .

"West Jersey meaning "Come ahead." 


As soon as a train strikes a,point In the 


tracks a few feet beyond 
the signal 


tower, stationed at the Junction of tho 
two roads, an automatic arrangement 
rings a bell in the tower house, and the 
train which first rings this bell is given 
the right of way. Thursday night, this 
privilege belonged to the West Jersey 
train. But In spite of this, and the fact 
that the danger signal was against the 
Reading, that train continued on at £ull 
apeed, and the collision followed. 


George F. Hauser, who had charge of 


the lever, and who Is now under arrest, 
has made several statements to the 
police. He told them he saw both trains 
coming when both were sufficiently far 
away to.admit of the full display of 
signals, but as the "West Jersey was the 
nearest, he gave the Reading the.' red 
light, and signaled the other train to 
come ahead. 
The Reading, however; 


never-slackened speed, but came on. The 
man in the-cab either thought he could 
•easily clear the point In time, or the 
brakes failed to work, and they could 
not stop in time. The only living man 
who positively kjiows this Is Fireman 
O'Houllhan. who saved his life by leap- 
Ing from the cab, and he has been miss- 
ing ever since the accident. The author- 
ities may know where to lay hands on 
him when the time arvives, but the moat 
rigorous search by outsiders has failed 
to reveal his whereabouts. 


Every person here connected, even In 


the remotest way with either of the rail- 
road companies, has steadfastly refrain- 
ed from making any statement or ex- 
pressing any opinion In the matter. 


The center of interest yesterday waa 


the improvised morgue, and a strange 
spectacle for this city of proverbial 
gaiety, was the continual procession, .of 
undertakers' wagons bowling along At- 
lantic aveune. the principal thorough- 
fare. 
Inside the morgue, tragic scenes 


were being enacted throughout the day. 
One Incident there will suffice to picture 
tho general happenings of the dreadful 
task of Identification. 


A young man named Morris Peters, 


with his father. Joseph, were on the ex- 
cursion train from Bridgeton. Both were 
killed. 
Yesterday 
the mother, and 


daughter came down to look for their 
loved ones. When they found them, the 
scene was so pitiful, that every heart In 
the glooomy place throbbed with grief 
and. pain. The body of the youth was 
reached first. 
Both women stared at 


the lifeless form for a moment silently, 
then the pent-up rivers of the eye found 
vent, and they sank down, sobbing 
vildly. The attendants tenderly asked 
them to come to the body of the father, 
but wilh all the little strength left to 
them, the worn™ refused. It was neces- 
sary to the work of identification, how- 
ever, and the shuddering women were 
led to the other corpse. .This was the 
last straw. The women collapsed en- 
tirely, and it was necessary to'have 
them borne from the place and taken 
away In a carriage. 


Such scenes as this occurred at the 


morgue all day, and scenes of a like 
character were occurring at the same 
time a the sanitarium, where the In- 
jured lie. some in their death'struggles. 


A pathetic tact which has come to 


light is that the "run" which. ended 
Engineer Farr'3 Hie was to have ended 
his career as a railroader.' and estab- 
lish him as a storekeeper. For five 
years he and his wife had scraped and 
stinted their Income to save enough to 
Bet them up in business. The wife wanted 
him to leave railroading, because of its 
perils. They had taken' a little store, 
end stocked it with notions, patent medi- 
cines, cigars and like commodities. Yes- 
terday they were to open it. The man 
who accompanied Farr on the last run, 
and wbo was also killed, was to have 
succeeded him on the engine, and waa 
taking a preliminary lesson. The state- 
ment that Mrs. Farr dropped dead on 


learning of her husband's fate, proved 
to be untrue. She merely fainted, but Is 
lying very sick In th* little home behind 
the store, \vhlcu was to have begun for 
them a new and happier life. 


About 3 o'clock yesterday morning the 


rescue workers found a babe lying in the 
grass, a few feet from the point of the 
accident. 
It was sleeping peacefully, 


and wa.s uninjured. The police officials 
took charge o," the child.

The prospect "for large 
crops of cotton and corn Is still excellent, 
and neither movements of wrieat .nor 
markets "give countenance to low esti- 
mates. • Two important labor contests 
have been settled — one being bar iron 
mills and puddlers, and one in the Brown 
hoisting works ol Cleveland. But the 
strike of garment workers In New York 
has extended, although appearing near 
an end. 


Changes In the foreign trade are al- 


ready In the helpful direction', domestic 
exports from New York having been for 
four weeks 17 per cent larger, while im- 
ports hence have been 20 per cent smaller 
than last year, arid last week 26 per cent 
smaller. Wheat Is already going ont 
with more freedom than Is usual for the 
season. 


Several weeks of extremely slack de- 


mand for cotton goods has brought a 
further reduction in print cloths to 2.44 
cents, .instead of the advance expected 
in consequence of the stoppage of 4,000,- 
000 spindles, but 'prints are selling more 
freely, while brown and bleached goods 
are dull, except for export kinds. The 
woolen mills do not gain, light weights 
opening 5 to 1^ per cent lower In price 
than. last year, and sales of wool now re- 
ported are less than a quarter of a fun 
week's consumption. 


The boot and shoe. Industry hasi se- 


cured slight further advances from the 
lowest point In brogans" and calf boots 
and shoes, but now orders are scant, 
the more because the permanence of ad- 
vance Is questioned. Leather IB stub- 
bornly held, without change In prices, 
•and in some grades Is really scarce, al- 
though manufacturers are buying only 
for actual needs, but hides have turned 
downward sharply at Chicago, declin- 
ing 5 per cent for the week, with heavy 
accumulations. 


Failures for the week have been 281 In 


the United States, against 261 last year, 
andl 40^ in Canada, against 28 last year.
